The best expos- 


ure for plants is, as a general thing, a 
southern one. The next best ia an east- 
ern one.

western windows, but they never do as 
well as in the other exposures, chiefly be- 
cause of the intense heat of the after- 
noon sun. If care is taken, however, to 
shade the, glass during the hottest part 
of the day, it is possible to grow plants 
well under these conditions, but it will 
necessitate a good deal more work and 
attention.

production of flowers. But many, foliage 
plants thrive. They require much less 
water because evaporation, due to ab- 
sence of sunshine, takes place in such a 
location more slowly. Give only 
tbe 


amount of water needed to keep the soil 
moist; inor« will cause a souring of tho 
soil, n. condition seldom met with when 
plants are fully exposed to sunshine. In 
a Northern location the noil around the 
roots should be turned over at least once 
a week to allow the sun to reach it, and, 
as it were, purify it. 


Some plants, like the geraniums and 


carnations, can hardly get too much sun- 
shine. 


Another thing plants require is ventil- 


ation. A florist always has the finest sys- 
tem of ventilation in 
his houses. Of 


course it is hard to get things down to 
such fine points in a private jiouse, but 
we can, by raising and lowering windows, 
frequently change the atmosphere to all 
life. 


Another matter of importance in plant- 


growing is watering. Showering is al- 
most as necessary as root watering. The 
caves of the plant are covered 
with 


jorcs and the plant breathes through 
;hem. If these poses become clogged 
with dust and dirt the plant surely sus- 
'crs. Showering, therefore, removes the 
dirt from the pores and, generally speak- 
ng, insures a healthy plant. Where & 
plant fails to get 
this moisture 
the 


Jeavcs turn yellow and fall off and the 
ilant takes on a sickly appearance. 


In the house during the winter it is 


. great benefit to plants to keep water 
,,'vaporating on stoves, registers or radi- 
ators in rooms where artificial heat is 
used. While sweeping or dusting the 
room indoors or the piazza outdoors 
it 


is well to cover plants with a light, thin 
cloth. Another thing to remember is to 
remove all dying leaves as soon as they 
turn yellow. Also cut off all flowers as 
iOon as they commence to fade and never 
throw them down among the plants to 
decay. If a'plant f>hows a tendency to 
irow tall and branchless, cut it back at 
[oast one-third.

THE SHIPPERS AND THE TRUST- 


LAW INJUNCTION 


Chicago Record Herald: 
On 
the 


strength of charges and representations 
of a formidable array of shippers and 
their counsel, and pursuant to their di- 
rect request, the Department of Justice 
has secured a temporary injunction re- 
straining the enforcement of the rate in- 
creases heretofore annuonced by the 
western trunk lines. Sufficient evidence 
must now be presented to make perma- 
nent such an extraordinary and in some 
respects unprecedented order—evidence 
e-itiiblisliing*thc allegation that the car- 
riers had acted, and were acting in vio- 
lation of the trust act. 


Of course, no court can enjoin any par- 


ticular road 
from 
increasing 
rates. 


Neither can any road be enjoined from 
following the example of another road 
and of its own motion raising its own 
rates to meet tho same conditions as 
those that prompted the step of com- 
petitors. Carriers can be restrained from 
advancing rates in concert, in obedience 
to a- "conspiracy" or agreement, for that 
raises no issue as to the merits of the 
action, as to the properioty of the ad- 
vances, and merely aims at preventing 
''combination in restraint of trade." 


The trust act nan been invoked against 


camera on several occossions, and it is 
settled that it fully covers them. But 
it is quite clear that the trust law offers 
no real or permanent remedy against 
"arbitrary" rate advances. Such a reme- 
dy lies in an amended and properly 
strengthened interstate commerce act, 
and happily the passage of reasonably 
satisfactory railroad legislation is now 
assured. 


But, be this as it may, tho situation 


created by the demand of the militant 
shippers and the startling move of the 
Department of Justice, calls for 
heart 


searching and sober reflection from both 
aides. Talk of Wall street |>reflsure, of 
unjustifiable tribute, of gratuitous 
ad- 


VHiicca -where reductions might 
be ex- 


pected, of willful violations of the trust 
act, sounds rather strangely on the lips 
oE men of affairs and of political conser- 
vatives or moderates. 


If shippers and carriers cannot adjust 


questions of a business character with- 
out mutual recrimination, what hope is 
there that Congress will treat questions 
of rule regulation, railroad finance, mer- 
gers, pooling in a nonpolitical, calm, 
practical way? How can we cxepect to 
modify the Sherman act in the interest 
of reasonable co-operation, of industrial 
freedom, in the teeth of such contro- 
versies and such unprecedented 
injunc 


tions? 


WASHINGTON, June 4.—The 
senate 


passed the administration railroad bill 
at 9:55 o'clock Friday night. Only twelve 
votes, these by Democrats, were recorded 
against the bill. 


The practical unanimity with which 


the measure was passed -was due to the 
radical changes made in the bill from the 
form in., which it wo» drafted by Attor- 
ney General Wickersham, following num- 
erous conferences at the White House on 
tho subject of amending interstate com- 
merce laws. All of the "insurgents" who 
opposed many features of the original bill 
voted for it. 


Art All Satisfied. 


Through the elimination of pooling and 


merger sections and by reason of the 
adoption of many amendments in the in- 
terest of shippers, the progressive Re- 
publicans claimed to have won a signal 
victory and most of the Democrats ex- 
pressed themselves as favorable to the 
arge portion of the mea-sure. 


Had it not been for the retention of the 


sections to create a court of commerce, 
t is likely that the vote for the bill 
vould have been unanimous. 


Debate 
ceased at 9:50 o'clock when 


Senator Elkins, chairman of the inter- 
state commerce committee, moved to 
ake up the bill, which was passed by 
the house, and after striking out the 
jody of that measure to substitute the 
matter agreed, upon by the senate. In 
;hnt form the bill was voted upon, with 
;he result that it was passed by a vote 
of 50 to 12.

In Africa.—Although mosquitoes of 


several varieties abound in Africa, the 
Awatwa appear to a great extent to be 
immune from malaria. -When a death 
takes place the body is disposed of by be- 
ing placed on a small raft of reeds and 
covered over by a. mat of the same ma- 
terial; this strange craft is floated away 
far into the interior of tbe swamp and 
abandoned. Many of the natives find it 
hard to traverse any considerable dis- 
tance on dry land, a possible explanation 
being that their feet have become soft 
through continual contact with the water 
as most of the canoes are by no means 
water tight. 


The Gods of Pueblo 
Indians.—A pa- 


per in the Wide World says: The relig- 
ions of the Pueblo Indians of New Mexi- 
co and Arizona embody a complex myth- 
ology, in which a very large number of 
gods' have part. In the sacred dances of 
the Indians these various deities ftre im- 
personated by men weiring masks and 
costumes, each peculiar to the particular 
god impersonated, and the details of 
which are rigidly adhered to year after 
year and generation after generation. To 
perpetuate the religion it is needful, of 
course, that instruction in the character 
and attributes of the divinities be given 
to the children of the tribe, and to enable 
the young mind to grasp the intricacies 
of the study small images of the gods are 
made of wood, painted and dressed in 
every detail just as the masked dancers 
are dressed who represent the same gods 
in the religious ceremonies. 


Surveying 
the 
Earth,—The 
United 


States geodetic survey announces that it 
has discovered the earth is slightly larg- 
er than it has hitherto been regarded by 
men of learning. The survey places the 
equatorial radius of the earth at 6,37S,- 
388 meters (meter equals 39 inches), and 
tho reciprocal of the flattening of the 
earth at the polts is found to be 297. 
These values are believed to be more ac- 
curate than any hitherto derived. The 
equatorial radius is exact to within six 
feet. The survey has been conducting 
investigations for a long time. Contin- 
uous triangiilation on one basis has been 
conducted in 41 states, and these results 
used in conjunction with astronomical 
observations'arc the basis of the survey's 
findings. The earth's crust extends in- 
ward for 75 miles, according to the sur- 
vey, when liquid pressure begins. 


When Fish Were Scarce.—Men of for- 


mer ages, unless they lived near the sea 
or c, river, had great difficulties in gra- 
tifying their taste for fish. The great 
houses liad their fish ponds or stew;--, but 
sea fish, such as cod, bream, sturgeon, 
herring and sprats., were salted, and the 
excessive consumption of highly salted 
fish in the middle ages is said to have 
produced leprosy. Fish was also baked in 
pies to enable it to be carried, for great 
distances.

An application of English law might 


go mightily to doing away 
with 
the 


gross election scandals that afflict the 
the country from time to time. The money 
spent in our campaigns would be suffi- 
cient to build a couple of first class bat- 
tleships, to say nothing of the money 
ipent in downright bribery and rank cor- 
•u'ption. Then there are money expenses 
for political purposes that despite all the 
corrupt practice luw never see a 
re- 


port, nud likely enough, if one instituted 
t search warrant 
instances might be 


found where money was spent for uses 
that a proper construction of the ^ law 
would require to be incorporated in a 
report. 


In any political campaign 
there 
is 


money and no inconsiderable amount 
that "may very properly be invested in 
needs, that sown might bring forth later 
on fruit, but the luw has not yet defined 
with exactness. However the. lime is 
coming when the "interests" whatever 
they miiy be and in whatever guise, will 
not'be able to work their missions with- 
out move publicity. 


The English system is not predicated 


upin the influence- of any hidden interests 
in government ns with us. There are no 
leaders able to smother things, or to in- 
llueuce legislation, and above all, how- 
ever defective the laws if defective, yet 
such as they are, they are undeniably 
enforced and without favoritism, or in- 
fluences influencing the course of justice. 
This ia more, than eitn be said as to this 
country, for here a law docs not neces- 
sarily 'mean it is to be enforced, for our 
legal proscducs and codes, permit long 
delays with technicalities 
not 
barred 


iu the legal game, and these often times 
prevent a law j'rom doing that it should. 
Again we have a system-here of sotting 
aside laws under court' interpretation of 
uncoiislitiitionality. 
This often works 


nicely in holding up really meritorious 
laws especially in municipalities. 


An exchange gives two instances as to 


bow the English corrupt practice law i> 
enforced:

CIRCULATION TAX AND POSTAL BANK BILL 
There is'a measure 
in congress of 


which very little has been said; this is 
known as the Vrcetad tax circulation 
Jill, and is held up in the senate as as- 
serted, by one of the committee on bank- 
-ng, by Senator Aldrich. The Vreeland 
measure provides for a tax upon cireu- 
ating notes, graduated, but the delay is 
said to be on account of the market's weak- 
ness as to tin; two per cent bonds. It is 
also very, likely that the postal bank 
measure in its provisions as to the in- 
vestment of a fixed purt of the surplus 
on government bonds, also is exercising 
its effects on the circulating tax measure. 
If the provisions prevent the government 
from investing postal surpluses in two 
per cents, this would of course affect the 
:irculation tux, and if the postal bank 
bill permits the government to invent 
surpluses in these lowest priced bonds, 
that also would of course affect the cir- 
culation tax. 


With the iinal disposition of the postal 


bank saving;!, measure comes in for con- 
sideration for disposition the Vreeland 
circiHHiion tax. 
There 1ms not been no- 


ticed anything as regards whether or not 
the Vreelanel bill is an administration 
measure, that is not so perhaps as to 
the president, as to ihe treasury.

of opinion, to others. 


Where ihe general opinions of execu- 


tives are known und where so unhesita- 
tingly expressed, there can not be th.it 
nation wide respect with affection. Such 
cutild nut exist under such conditions; 
therefore in England we find men of all 
parties and divisions of parties even un- 
to the Socialists themselves all testifying 
with most expressive words their affec- 
tion fur their late king. While in the 
United States we may not carry matters 
just in this style, we", can institute a de- 
cided improvement to the betterment of 
our National life and it is fully believed 
to the betterment of legislation. 


Jt is believed strongly by very many 


that our chief magistrates would be all 
the stronger and their 'life as executive 
all the pleasnntcr, if a newer and better 
view be taken of life in the White House.

. NEW YORK, June L—Victor L. Eerf;- 
cr, who engineered the campaign which, 
made Emil Seidel the Social Democrat 
mayor of Milwaukee, is in New York for 
a series of lectures on Socialism. He 
declares that the Socialists' expect to. 
carry both New York and Chicago, and 
thinks that both the old parties are 
doomed, 


"The Republicans arc hopelessly split; 


and the Democrats are rooting away," is 
the way he puts it in a long statement 
gfven out to New York today. 


"This flrst important Socialist victory 


in a large American city," ho continues, 
"means the sweep of the popular tide to- 
ward the radical doctrines and the end of 
the two important political parties. The 
Democratic party I view as a decompos- 
ing carcass that met its end because of 
lack of principles and ideals, and the 
Republican party as a disintegrating 
force 5n government.
